The longest book in th e Old Testa­ 
ment is Psalms, in which there are 
150 chapters; 
tile s h o rtes t is Obe- 
diah, which comprises only one chap­ 
ter of 21 verses. 
The Bible contains mention of univ 
th ree specific kisses: 
The kiss of be­ 
trayal by Juda s: 
th e kiss of adora­ 
tion by th e Magdalene; 
and the kiss 
of forgiveness and reconciliation by 
the fa th e r of the prodigal son. 
In th e New T estam ent th e longest 
books are Matthew and acts, each of 
which contains 2S chapters, although 
Luke 
contains

words. 
Third John, which contains 
one chapter, fourteen verses and 2 96 
words, is tile shortest. 
All t h e hooks of t h e Old Testament 
were written long before the birth of 
Christ, some as long as 1,400 y e a r s 
prior to t h e beginning of the Chris­ 
tian era. The gospels and oth er books 
of th e New T estam ent w ere written 
from 60 to 70 years a fte r the birth 
of Christ.
